During the course of the broadcast, Weisberg, on

•'Route 8, Frederick, Maryland** indicating that he had never 
asked for any solicitations, however, he would gladly accept

the press and news media severely. He said of the Washington 
Post that the editor had ordered that his books not be reviewed.
